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FOREWORD 


John  Max  Wulfing  (1859-1929)  made  a lifelong  avocation  of  collecting  Greek, 
Roman,  and  Byzantine  coins,  and  in  the  year  before  his  death  he  donated  his  cabinet 
of  many  thousands  of  pieces  to  the  Department  of  Classics  of  Washington  University. 
Wulfing  was  primarily  interested  in  the  Roman  coinage,  both  Republican  and  Imperial, 
but  the  Greek  coins  in  his  collection  also  received  his  devoted  attention.  As  the  present 
work  abundantly  reveals,  he  expended  great  effort  to  acquire  issues  of  high  quality 
from  every  area  and  period  of  the  Greek  world.
